Florida 
We  have  paid  one  dollar  several  times  Georgia 
for  an  annual  membership  in  the  Gen- 
eral Association,  at  least  twice  w hen 
Brother  Clarke  was  moderator.  And, 
if  we  understand  how  the  General  Asso- 
ciation does  its  mission  work,  it  is  pre. 
cisely  on  the  same  principle  that  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  do  theirs. 

The  money  raised  for  missions  by  the 
churches  of  the  General  Association, 
just  as  that  raised  by  the  churches  of 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention,  goes 
into  the  bauds  of  the  treasurer,  wlio  tor- 
wards  it  to  the  Home  Board  at  Atlanta, 
or  to  the  Foreign  Bourd  at  Richmond, 
as  the  givers  designate. 

We  venture  to  add  another  remark 
apropos  of  the  modus  operandi  of  mis- 
sion work  among  Baptists.  The  Flag 
seems  to  be  unmindful  of  the  fact  that 
those  churches  which  are  co-operating 
in  mission  work  on  the  convention  plan

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DR  F B MEYER  S GREAT  SERMON 

(W.  A.  Jordan). 

(Delivered  at  Calvary  Baptist  Church, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  During  Sundav 
School  Convention). 

Dr.  Meyer  is  80  years  of  age,  but  is 
vigorous  and, clear  in  thought,  cheerful 
nnd  optimistic  in  spirit,  nnd  exceedingly 
nctive  in  body  for  a man  of  his  years. 
ITis  light  not  only  shines,  but  it  bums, 
ns  well.  One  cannot  come  under  the  in- 
fluence of  this  great  man  without  be- 
coming a better  Christian.  T was  so 
glnd  to  bear  his  sermon  on  the  above 
mentioned  occasion.  Tt  was  simple,  clear 
nnd  presented  with  that  earnestness  that 
is  characteristic  of  tbe  man.  Tt  was  tbe 
pure  gospel,  and  bad  a marvelous  effect 
upon  the  great  audienca  that  heard  him. 

I would  rank  him!  among  the  world’s 
great  preachers.  ITis  text  was  John 
7:37.  38,  39.  The  outline  was  simple, 
nnd  there  were  no  notes.

1.  We  must  believe  Into  Christ,  not 
simply  about  him.

2.  The  Holy  Spirit  came  to  glorify 
Christ.  The  soul  can’t  have  its  Pente- 
cost till  the  Spirit  glorifies  Christ  in  it. 
We  must  glorify  Christ  as  did  the  Spirit 

* — glorify  him  ns  King  and  Ixird.  The 
Spirit  had  to  anoint  Christ  so  that  Christ 
could  glorify  the  Father.  We  need  the 
anointing  that  we  mat  glorify  Christ. 
We  need  God’s  dynamics  as  Christ  did. 
Every  one  ought  to  hrive  a Pentecost — 
not  simply  certain  ones,  but  all  believ 
ers.  You  take  your  share  of  the  cross, 
take  your  share  of  Pentecost.  There  is 
a Pentecost  awaiting  fpf  those  low  down 
in  sin.  The  Pentecostal  blessing  was 
something  to  be  received,  not  prayed 
down.

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DO  WE  NEEtt  A NEW  RELIGION? 

(By  Pfwidcnt I'.  Y.  Mullins,  Louisville, 
Ky.,  in  Religious  Herald). 

The  honoredfx-president  of  Harvard 
University  has  jrttely  announced  the  near 
advent  of  a »w  religion.  This  is,  of 
course,  interi-rtfii*:  if  true.  It  is  a formal 
rejection  by  1)1.  Eliot  of  the  religion  of 
Christ,  beonustfl  the  marks  of  the  new  re 
liffion  are  dircjtly  opjwseil  to  those  of' 
Christianity.  jBie  new  religion  proposed 
by  Dr.  Eliot  i-|to  have  certain  definite 
characteristics!  Among  them  are  the 
following: 

First  of  all^fcie  new  religion  will  deny 
the  condemnation  of  the  race  because  of 
sin.  This,  of  Amrse,  eliminate  the  ne- 
cessity of  salintion  in  any  real  sense. 
The  only  difraulty  alioiit  this  view  is 
that  Pelaftiusianticipated  Dr.  Eliot  by 
about  fifteen  )fcndred  years,  and  if  there 
is  any  one  tbfig  that  has  bees  demon- 


strated thropfch  tile  Christian  centu- 
ries, it  is  th(J  this’ conception,  practi- 
cally, is  a faillre.  It  has  never  achieved 
wide  shccesslns  a religious  view,  and 
esp'-.rially  as  religious  propaganda. 

Again,  thidjew  religion  will  not  deifv 
human  beinid[  This  seems  to  lie  aimed 
at  the  doctrine  of  the  incarnation.  In 
holding  to  jjpe  incarnation,  however, 
Christians  d<|  not  deify  human  beings. 
We  only  recpknize  n divjne  being  who 


became  hu 


It  is  well  known,  of 


course,  that  |f  nitnrians  assert  that  the 


incarnation  Ik  a divine  being  involves 
limitation  ndl  finitude  in  God.  but  ns  n 
matter  of  fii«  the  contrary  is  true.  If 
incarnation  wire  needed  to  the  salvation 
of  a race  inlllved  in  trnnsgressibn  and 
sin,  and  if  itjarnntion  had  been  impos- 
sible to  God.  Mien  inability  to  become  in 
carnate  wotil  argue  limitation  in  God. 
Incarnation  ■ a marvelous  example  of 
the  inflnitutjl  of  the  divine  resources, 
and  proves  :§i  a striking  manner  that 
God  is  capnlfe  of  meeting  any  situation 
which  may  *ise  in  the  universe  at  any 
time.  GtheTjfise.  a situation  might  have 
arisen  that  f*  was  unable  to  meet. 

Again,  till  new  religion  will  denv 
that  charnel  r can  be  changed  sudden 
ly.  The  diffi^nltv  about  this  phase  of  the 
new  religiools  that  it  is  contradicted  hy 
so  much  Chifstian  historv.  Facts  are  the 
answer  to*(iis  plea.  We  need  only  to 
point  to  tit  conversion  of  Paul,  the 
anostle:  anl  to  Augustine,  the  Chris 
tian  theoloKan:  and  to  Martin  Luther, 
the  rreat  ffTormer:  and  to  Charles  H. 
Bourgeon.  §ie  great  preacher;  and  to 
George  Mwller,  the  Christian  philnn 
throoist.  awl  a host  of  others,  to  dis- 
prove the  stltement.  Chamber  has  been 
^srprod  su^deolv  and  is  being  changed 
snddenlv  h|  God’s  r^ace  everv  dnv.

devil  and  malignant  powers  in  general 
One  would  like’  to  ask  Dr.  Eliot,  how- 
ever, if  he  considers  all  the  powers  at 
work  in  the  world  as  benignant;  wheth- 
er, for  example,  the  saloon  power — that 
fountnin-head  of  lust  and  murder  and 
crime  of  every  description — is  under  the 
dominion  of  a benignant  power;  whether 
the  white  slave  traffic  in  some  ot  the 
grent  cities,  in  which  innocent  girls  are 
subjected  to  a slavery  of  the  most  ob- 
noxious kind,  is  under  the  influence  of  a 
benignant  power.  Wlmt  power  is  it  that 
is  the  animating  influence  in  evil  agen- 
cies of  this  kind,  if  not  malignant 
powelrs  T 

No  Authority  and  No  Comfort. 

Again,  the  new  religion  will  reject  all 
authority.  Of  course  this  includes  the 
idea  of  the  church,  the  Bible,  creed,  or 
any  other  form  of  human  authority.  And 
yet  sober  reflection  inevitably  suggests 
that  if  men  cast  off  all  authority,  they 
relapse  into  anarchy.  Savages  have  lit- 
tle authority,  and  the  beasts  of  the  for- 
est have  no  authority,  hut  the  progress 
of  civilization  is  measured  by  the  benefi- 
cence nnd  reality  of  the  authorises 
which  control  tho  life  of  the  people. 

Again,  the  new  religion  will  not  be 
concerned  much  in  comforting  people. 
Here,  again,  one  wonders  if  the  man 
who  uttered  these  words  ever  suffered  a 
heart-breaking  loss,  ever  stood  in  the 
circlfe  of  those  who  were  crushed  to  the 
earth  hy  fearful  disaster,  bereavement 
and  sorrow.  One  wonders  whether  the 
heart  of  President  Eliot  wns  ever 
brought  into  close  contact  with  the 
grent  sobbing  heart  of  the  world.  Sure 
ly'no  one  who  understands  human  ex 
perience  can  have  sympathy  with  that 
ideal  of  religion  which  does  not  make 
much  of  comforting  those  who  sorrow. 

ft 

Again,  the  new  religion  will  attack  all 
forms  of  evil.  This  we  do  not  doubt, 
but  the  pertinent  question  is,  will  il 
overcome  them?  Power  to  attack  evil  is 
not  the  main  qnestion.  What  the  world 
wants  nnd  needs  is  power  to  overcome 
evil.  A new  installment  of  good  advice 
ns  to  how  to  attack  evil  will  avail  little. 
The  supreme  need  is  power.  One  of 
Bhnkesnenre’s  characters  says:  “T  can 
call  spirits  from  the  vasty  deep.”  and 
another  of  the  characters  in  the  play 
replies,  “Yes.  so  can  T,  nnd  so  can  an- 
other man,  but  will  they  come  when  you 
call  them!’?  It  is  easy  to  attack  all 
forms  of  evil,  hut  it  is  not  easy  to  over- 
come them.  The  radical  defect  of  all  the 
weaker  forms  of  Christianity  has  been 
at  this  point.  ’J  hey  are  unable  to  grnp 
pie  with  the  actual  concrete  evils  that 
exist  in  the  world.

No  Mysteries. 

Finally,  the  new  religion  will  have  ro 
mysteries.  This  is  the  mnrvel  of  the  nev 
religion.  It  reminds  one  of  Mr.  Chester 
ton's  recent  answer  to  Mr.  Roberts.  The 
latter  had  said  in  attacking  the  claims 
of  Jesus,  “If  Jesus  was  God,  he  would 
know  that  the  people’s  belief  in  diabolic 
possession  was  an  error.”  Mr.  Chester 
ton  replies  that  Mr.  Roberts  does  not 
seem  to  see  that  this  rather  transfers 
the  discussion  from  the  question  wheth 
er  Jesus  was  Ood  to  the  question  wheth- 
er Mr.  Roberts  is  God.  Certainly  it  is 
true  that  if  the  last  mark  of  the  new  re- 
ligion is  a genuine  mark,  then  J)r.  £liot 
nnd  his  disciples  on  the  one  hand  and 
the  Lord  God  Almighty  himself  on  the 
other  will  be  the  only  beings  in  the  uni- 
verse to  whom  there  are  ns  mysteries. 
A religion  without  a mystery  cap  scarce- 
ly be  a religion  in  any  real  sense.
